Tho Department of National De¬ 
fence at Ottawa has instructed the 
General Officer Commanding 
Western Command to conduct a 
complete investfgation regarding 
the Drill Hail situation at Vulcan 
and submit a ( full report to Ot¬ 
tawa.

Athletic Association, the Lions 
Club and other interested organi¬ 
zations. 

_ Contract Let March 1U8 

In’ February, 1947, following 
meetings with officers of Western 
Command by the local Citizens 
Committee and representatives of 
other organizations, word was re¬ 
ceived that a drill hall would be 
erected in Vulcan td provide train¬ 
ing facilities for the local unit of 
the Reserve Army, the Army Cad¬ 
ets and others groups. Following 
the policy approved by the Army, 
the building would also serve as 
a community centre. 

In January 1948, a contract for 
the construction of a basement for 
a 50xM)0 ft. building was let to a 
Calgary construction company and 
in March of that year a contract 
for the moving of the recreation 
hall from the Vulcan Airport into 
Vulcan was let to the same comp¬ 
any. Funds for the complete Inter¬ 
ior and exterior renovation of the 
building were included in the est¬ 
imates. 

Much trouble was encountered 
in moving the big 50x100 ft. build¬ 
ing seven miles across country and 
not until the spring of this year, 
1949, did the Duildlng finally reach 
the completed baserpent. By this 
time, unfbrtuatdy, the frail was 
pretty much of a wreck and local 
organizations felt that it was not 
in the best interests of the Army 
or of the town for the contractor 
to attempt to place the wrecked 
building upon the foundation.

information brought out at the 
regular Vulcan District Board of 
Trade meetlhg held in the Legion 
hall Thursday evening, June 23, 
is to the effect that Vulcan will 
remain isolated, insofar as a de¬ 
cent provincial highway is concer¬ 
ned, for at least another year. 

The.road now being constructed 
from Monarch north will end . a 
mile south of Champion. No fur¬ 
ther work on this south end • of 
the road is planned this year, ac¬ 
cording to, reports. Contracts have 
been let for grading and gravell¬ 
ing of the Sunshine Trail from 
High River east to the Corner 
Store. No construction work on 
that part of the highway between 
Champion and the Corner Store is 
contemplated this, year, so far as 
can be learned, leaving a stretch 
of road 12 miles north and 18 miles 
south of Vulcan to be done next 
year. 

Hon. Peter Dawson, M.L.A. did 
not attend the meeting. A tetter 
from the Provincial Highway 
Commissioner advised that con¬ 
tracts had been let for the high¬ 
way east of High River and en¬ 
closed a map showing the route 
to be followed between Champion 
and Vulcan. 

Revised Route 

The revised route eliminates the 
railway crossing a mile south of 
Chaihpion, with the new route 
passing west of Champion and fol¬ 
lowing the west side of the rail¬ 
road track to a point just south 
of Kirkcaldy, where It crosses to 
the east side of the tracks, goes 
straight north for two miles, and 
then follows th*» east side of the 
railway until U Joins the present 
highway at the point where it 
turns straight east of Vulcan. 

The route out of Vulcan is not 
specified but it Is,presumed that 
the old No. 2J highway from Vul¬ 
can 12 miles north to the Corner 
Store will be followed.

Liberals Roll Up 
Crushing Majority 


The Liberal party, led by Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent, rolled 
to an impressive victory in the 
June 27 g-neral election, gaining, 
the unprecedented total of 193 
seats out of 262 in the Houst* of 
Commons. c 

The C.C.F. party was reduced to 
minor status in the Liberal land¬ 
slide as they dropped from 32 
seats to 12 for a loss of 20. George 
Dr« w’s Progressive-Conservat vi a 
who will form the official opposit¬ 
ion, . emerged with only 42 seats, 
a considerable loss from the 69 
seats they held at the dissolution , 
of parliament. ( 

The Social CryBt party held ten 
•eat* in Alberta, dropping two 
their pre-election 12 seats to wif*’oW8 
Liberals. Four Independents and 
one Independent-Liberal make up ' 
the balance of the oposition in the 
262 seat House of Commons, with 
the Liberals having an impressive 
parliamentary majority of 124 
seats. 

Over six /billion Canadians, a 
record number, cast their vole in 
Monday’s election, with the Lib¬ 
erals gaining almost fifty percent 
of the impular vote, the Progres¬ 
sive-Conservatives over thirty |>er- 
ceqt, and C.C.F. over 13 percent.

Rolling up a big majority of 
3,347 votes over his closest oppon¬ 
ent, Ernest G. Hansell of Vulcan, 
Social Credit member of parlia¬ 
ment for Macleod since 1935, won 
a decisive victory in Monday’s gen¬ 
eral election. 

With complete returns received 
from 159 of the 168 polls in this 
riding. Hansell had received 7,290 
votes to Liberal Alfred Lewis' 3, 
943. Stanley Wyatt, Progressive- 
Conservative standard-bearer, pol¬ 
led 3,293 vote* and the C.C.F. Can¬ 
didate. J. P. Griffin, trailed with 
1,650. 

In th*’ 1945 election Hansell pol¬ 
led 6,342 votes. Lewis 2,612, Wyatt 
3,942, Wobick (C.C.F.) 2.596 and 
Arland (L.P.P.) 1,613. 

Hansell’s majority in previous 
elections was: 1935, 3,541; 1940, 1, 
826; and in 1945, 2, 418.

Mr. Hansell expressed 
himself as very pleased with the 
large majority ^iven him and ap¬ 
preciative of the confidence pla&d 
m him by the electors.

During, and immediately after, World War I, 
farmers saW prices double and got quite excited 
about it Then the first deflation boom came In 
1920 and farm prices led the procession downward 
just as_they had led it up, and again Ihey went 
faster aqd farther. This downward spiral of farm 
prices was years ahead of the decline in farm costs. 

Not until the depression of 192*) did some of these 
costs really begin to drop. I 

During the twenties farm taxes got as high as 
two and a half times prewar, steady wage rates io -WEAN EH PI( 

two and a quarter times, freight rates and farm 
machinery ...charges two-thirds above pre-war. When 
these costs did finally level off, they did so'signif¬ 
icantly above the prewar level. 

detween 1923 and 1932 at ieast one in every five 
farms thanged hands through bankruptcy In the 
United States. The value of farm land went up from 
558 in 1916 to $90 in 1920. In Iowa improved land 
that was valued at $134 an acre in 1915 reached 
$255 by 1920. In the years after 1920 farm land 
values not only dropped as much as they had risen 
during the war. but they , dropped on an average 
of 27 percent below prewar value. Yet farmers had 
to pay debts and taxes Aul interest, and other 
charges on the basis of land values nearly double 
the prewar level. * -' . 

What happened in the United States was doubled 
in Western Canada. During World War II and the 
years succeeding the end thereof, efforts have been 
directed to modify the effects of inflation. Many 
farmers, it would seem, have learned their lesson. 

At the end of 1948 the total amount owing in 
farm mortgages and agreements of sale in the three 
prairie provinces, as reported by 54 loan companies, 
was $36 million as compared with 186 million in 
1937. In Alberta the total was $8.7 million as com¬ 
pared with $39.7 million in 1937. —Brooks Bulletin.

Vulcan residents bound .for Calgary or Lethbridge 
cdn expect their cars to take a beating for another 
year. They can also be prepared to stay at home 
when heavy rains or spring thaws make all roads 
except a hard surface or well gravelled highway 
impassable. 

And all the kicking and complaining in the world 
won’t likely change the situation, for the provincial 
election is long past and the promises of govern¬ 
ment officials that residents of this district could_ 
expect a decent highway in 1919 are, not worth the 
aiQit took to form them into^words. Information 
gained from reliable sources, plus the obvious facts, 
make it appear that Vulcan trill be left sitting in 
the middle of thirty miles of nothing—ttye. nothing 
being the provincial highway for 12 miles north 
of Vulcan and 18 miles south. 

Contracts have been let for the grading of the 
highway from High River east to the Corner Store 
and tenders are now being called for the gravelling 
of this stretch. But at this date nothing has been 
said about any work from the Corner Store south 
this year. From the south end, the highway is being 
graded and gravelled to a point a mile south of 
Champion, and there construction work stops. 

The route from Vulcan — north and south — has 
been planned, but the tracing of a -route on a map 
won’t give residents of this town and district a 
decent highway for their travels. 

The excuse has been given that available mach¬ 
inery is needed for urgent road work in other parts 
of the province. It appears *to us the providing of 
an all-weather road for the towns of the Aldersyde

Improvement of Wheat Quality 
The first chapter deals with the

In few’ seasons has the need and 
value of surnmerfallowing for the 
purpose of buildnig up a reserve of 
soil moisture been more acute and 
important. In this circumstance the 
wisdom of departmental policy 
whereby prospective planters must 
have well summerfallowed land in 
which to plant trees seems fully 
justified. 

A reserve of soil moisture Is not 
only the best assurance that a vig¬ 
orous root system and strong top 
growth will develop on young 
trees, but by it the young trees 
will be enabled to survive dry sum¬ 
mer periods with a minimum of 
loss or injury. 

Now is the' time to complete 
plans for conserving the greatest 
amount of soil moisture in the ar¬ 
ea selected for that new shelter- 
belt. In the drier areas surface 
tillage of land that has been un¬ 
der cultivation for some years may 
be more desirable than deep plow¬ 
ing. No weed growth should be al¬ 
lowed to. utilize any plant food 
or moisture from the soil, and. to¬ 
wards the fall, the area may with 
benefit be lightly fhulched with 
rooted manure or chaffy straw to 
help in reducing evaporation of 
moisture by wind and in holding 
snow on it in winter. There is lit¬ 
tle danger of the soil containing 
too much moisture.

Summer Camps 
For Reserve Army 


Practical summer training for 
Alberta anil British Columbia Re¬ 
serve Force Units is to be carried 
out at four western camps and 
plans are now complete for the 
busiest summer camp season yet 
to be carried out by Western Com¬ 
mand 

With -dates of camps finalized 
and locations arranged, every 
branch of the army is to receive 
interesting and intensive field 
training with ample special equip¬ 
ment at hand. All of the Western 
Command units, with the except¬ 
ion of some artillery units, will 
proceed to camps in either Al¬ 
berta or British Columbia. Two 
field artillery Regiments, the 15 
Field Regiment <SP> of Vancouv¬ 
er and the 18th Field Regiment 
of Lethbridge are to camp at Shilo, 
Man. 3 to 9 July. Calgary's 19 
Medium Regiment will go to Shilo 
17th to 23 July. The 41 Anti-Tank 
Regiment <SP> is to train at the 
Manitoba Camp from 3 to 9 July. 

Largest camp to be held i| 
Western Command will be tlv> 
general camp at Wainwright be¬ 
tween 3 and 16 July. All corps 
with the exception, of artillery and 
engineers will carry out practical 
training in the 96,000 acre train¬ 
ing ar*a ISC' mile* east of Edmon¬ 
ton. Both corps and unit training 
is in the plan for infantry, arm¬ 
our, signals, medicals, ordance, 
army service and electrical mech¬ 
anical engineer corps. 

Wainwright’s annual gathering 
of reservists is being planned on 
the fa rg?st soale since the end of 
the war. It U expected that about 
1,000 officers, non-commissioned 
officers and men will take reserve 
force training. 

Two British Columbia camps 
will handle the training of special¬ 
ists in engineering and anti-air¬ 
craft subject!. Heavy and light 
anti-aircraft regiments will carry 
out firing and field training at 
Esquimau near Victoria 3 to 9 
July and 17 to 23 July. Royal 
Canadian Engineers are to take 
their specialist training at the 
Royal Canadian School of Military 
Engineering, Chilliwack, front the 
3rd to 9th July.

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LATE BLOOMING LIl-ACS 

(Experimental Farms News) 

Because of their hardiness, 
drought resistance and beauty, lil¬ 
acs are commonly used to beauti¬ 
fy the grounds around prairie 
home*. The French lilacs (vulgar¬ 
is) are often the only kind used 
because th*>y provide a wide range 
of colour. Unfortunately , the 
French lilacs corfce into bloom the 
latter part of May and frequently 
have their blossmos destroyed by 
frost which comes too frequently 
at 'that time. This disappointment 
can 6e greatly relieved by adding 
later blooming lilacs. Unfortunat¬ 
ely, however, these are not so w*ll 
known, says G. D. Matthews, Sup¬ 
erintendent, Dominion Experimen¬ 
tal Station, Scott, Sask. 

Chinese lilacs (vilfosa), which 
do not sucker, come into bloom 
before ‘ the common lilacs have 
finished, thereby missing the late 
spring frosts, and usually carry 
bloom into July. The Chinese li¬ 
lacs are one of the hardiest and, 
although a tall grower, will us¬ 
ually start.flowering the year af¬ 
ter planting. Flowers ar» pink in 
the bud but become paler in col¬ 
our as the flowers open. 

Amur lilacs usually do not show 
blqom until the latter part of June 
and extend into July. These are 
distinctive with their smooth, 
brown bark and highly scented, 
cieamy white flo(Vers. but are not 
destined to reach a high degree of 


popularity for the decoration of 
the home grpunds. 

To carry bloom well into July 
and obtain the essence of perfect¬ 
ion desired in lilacs a selection of 
Preston hybrids is- suggested. 
These are available in n range of 
colour from clear pink to rich 
wine, red and even deep purple 
Not only are the flower clusters 
large with blooms of a good 'sub¬ 
stance. but the freshness of col¬ 
our is maintained for a long time 
in some varieties These qualities 
combined with an absence of suck- 
ering are found in Preston lilacs 
which were originated by the Ex¬ 
perimental Farms Service of Can¬ 
ada and have r'ceived world-wide 
recognition.

‘Well. riw well provides storage 
for filtered water and must be 
constructed to conform to the san¬ 
itary requirements of public hea¬ 
lth regulations. 

Control of V e getation. Growth 
around the edge of dugouts should 
be limited to short grass. Decid¬ 
uous trees should be planted no 
closer than 100 feet from the dug- 
out. It has been found that decay¬ 
ing organic matter in the dugout 
results in carbonate hardness and 
soluble iron in large quantities- in 
the water supply. 

Watershed Protection. Since the 
dugout is filled only during the 
period of spring run-off, it is fair¬ 
ly easy to maintain a pasture or 
grassed area comparatively free, 
Jrom pollution by domestic ani¬ 
mals for a short period prior to 
the spring thaw. 

With adherence to the forego¬ 
ing recommendations, there'is lit¬ 
tle doubt nut that the water will 
be as dependable and safe as that 
from a well tapping.the ground 
water supply. 


(Experimental Farms News) 

The use of dugottts for domestic 
water storage has become in¬ 
creasingly popular, says H, D. 
Ayers, Dominion Experimental 
Station, Swift Current Sask. This 
is particularly true where suitable 
supplies of ground water cannot 
be obtained at shallow depths. In 
order to control the chemical and 
bacterial quality of the water, the 
following points must be consider-

Dugout Protection. The dugout 
must be tightly tenced to keep out 
all domestic animals and fowl. The 
dugout must be protected and sit¬ 
uated so that all possible pollut¬ 
ion is prevented from contaminat¬ 
ing the dugout water. 

Water Treatment. The use of a 
sand, and gravel filter in the bot¬ 
tom of the dugout has provided a 
satisfactory means of filtration. 
The recomended type of filter 
consists of a 3- foot depth of clean 
well graded sand contained in n 
wooden oox 10 feet long, 5 feet 
wide, and 5 feet deep. The sand is 
underlaid by a 1-foot layer of clean 
uniform one-eighth to one-quart¬ 
er inch size gravel. The top of the 
sand is protected by stones of 2 to 
4-inch diameter. The box is locat¬ 
ed at the toe of the inside slope 
of the dugout with the bottom two 
feet below the dugout bottom. It 
is completely enclosed except for 
an inlet pipe and a discharge pipe. 
- The inlet pipe should be finely 
screened at its inlet, and should 
be laid from the bottom of the 
filter to a well at least 10 feel 
from the edge of the dugout. Stan¬ 
dard 2-inch water pipe is satisfacl-

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damaging factor. But we are con¬ 
cerned with, what is termed ac¬ 
celerated erosion, -brought about 
by misuse of the land and mis¬ 
management of the soil. 

The serif.usness of accelerated 
of the soil. 

Th seeriousness of cacelerated 
soil erosion should not be minimiz¬ 
ed .or overlooked. Certainly w“ 
cannot build up or maintain the 
fertlli.ty and productivity of a soil 
if we cannot hold It in place. 

EfOSion problems separate, rou¬ 
ghly into two types: (1) fhose 
caused by run-off water, and (2) 
those caused by wind. The incid-’ 
dence of water erosion is influe- 
enced by the climatic factors of 
temperature and precipitation, the 
texture bf”%oil, and the slope of 
the land. Areas of higher precip¬ 
itation and higher mean annual 
temperature have more serious 
soil erosion that areas of low pre¬ 
cipitation, or of low temperature, 
or both. The distribution of the 
precipitation between rainfall and 
snowfall is also an important fac¬ 
tor determining the amount of 
surface run-off. Long, steady win¬ 
ters, during which the soil is froz¬ 
en and protected by a deep blan¬ 
ket of snow, are another factor in' 
lessening the intensity of soil er¬ 
osion. Wind erosion is influenced 
by climatic factors as well, being 
more severe in the drier regions: 
open plains of lig'hter t^xtyired 
soils seem particularly susceptible. 

Under such conditions, a system 
ol contour tillage strip crop¬ 
ping and even terracing may be 
necessary If the land is to be used 
for rotation cropping. Detailed sur¬ 
veys and carefully prepared plans 
for individual farms are badly 
needed if Canada is to hare an 
integrated soil conservation pro¬ 
gram. 

Although some conservation en¬ 
thusiasts feel that contpur plough;, 
ing is the single solution to the 

S coblem of eroding lands, It, alone, 
ynot sufficient to control soli er¬ 
osion. 

What are the facts? Since the 
most serious water erosion takes 
place during the growing season, it 
is absolutely necessary, in addition 
to contour ploughing, to practice 
alternate strip cropping. Seeding 
cultivation, and harvesting oper¬ 
ations must also be undertaken on 
the contour. Since the laying out 
of a system such as strip cropping 
or diversion terraces on the con- 
tuor requires considerable tech¬ 
nical training and experience, the 
farmer who requires such control 
measures must have help from 
qualified soil conservation advisory 
services. He will need a specific 
plan tailored to suit the problems 
of his own land, if it is to be ef¬ 
fective, and to warrant the cost 
and inconvenience of swinging ov¬ 
er to the contour tillage system.

"The need for more efficient soil 
management grows greater each 
season. From the standpoint of 
good farm practice, and agricult¬ 
ural economics, an all out program 
for soil improvement should be un¬ 
dertaken when prices are high and 
the farmer can set aside some of 
his income for this purpose. For 
proper use, the soil must be man¬ 
aged In sucn a way that It produc¬ 
es the maximum crops with the 
minimum impairment of its phys¬ 
ical, chemical and biological pro¬ 
perties. 

A prerequisite to planning soil 
conservation programs is an un¬ 
derstanding of the basic problems 
which Must be solved in the areas 
under ^consideration. Too many 
have the Impression that soil eros¬ 
ion la a universal problem and that 
measures for its control are the 
primary concern in all land use 
and soil conservation programs. 
Geological erosion of the land sur¬ 
face does, of course, go on every¬ 
where, and although a perfectly
